Claims 1-3, 6-10, 13-19, 22-24, 27 and 29-30 

The inventions described in each of the above claims do not appear to involve an inventive step or 
jpossess novelty based on document 1 . 

Document 1 (page 8, line 21 to page 10, line 4) describes an undercoat of a metal back made of 
S1O2 and T1O2 (corresponding to a first treatment layer) and an overcoat (corresponding to a second 
treatment layer), and these do not particularly differ from the inventions described in each of the above 
Iclaims. 

Claims 26 and 28 

The inventions described in each of the above claims do not appear to involve an inventive step 
jbased on documents 1-2. 

Document 2 describes a step for polymerizing a compound indicated by Si (ORl) n R2 m 
(corresponding to alkoxide of Si) by hydrolyzing, and, after coating and drying of a condensed 
polymer obtained by the step (corresponding to an oligomer), formation of a layer with SiO as 
primary component by heating. " 

Further, applying the coating method described in document 2 in order to form the undercoat layer 
or overcoat layer made of Si0 2 described in document 1 would be an obvious matter to a party skilled 
in the art.

- Claims 4-5, 11-12, 20-21 and 25 

The inventions described in each of the above claims appear to be novel and involve an inventive 
step over the documents cited in the ISR. 

Regarding claims 4-5, 1 1-12 and 20-21 : 

The documents cited in the above ISR do not describe a treatment layer containing Si0 2 , Ti0 2 and 
Zr0 2 ; nor is this obvious to a party skilled in the art. 
Regarding claim 25: 

The documents cited in the above ISR do not describe a process for forming a first treatment layer 
having a step for forming a layer with an inorganic oxide as primary component by heating a coating 
layer comprising a laminated lower coating layer and upper coating later, nor is this obvious to a party 
skilled in the art. 
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
